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This  invontory  of  Dubois  County  record::  constitutes  o.  part  of  the 
general  guide  to  tho  county  archives  of  Indiana.    It  was  prepared  for  the 
primary  purpose  of  furnishing  officials,  students  of  history,  and  the 
citizens  of  tho  community  with  a  convenient  tool  for  their  use  in  consulti 
the  county  records.    It  is  hoped  the  information  contained  in  these  volume 
will  encourage  county  officials  as  well  as  the  general  public  to  take  a 
greater  interest  in  continued  improvement  of  methods  for  preservation  of 
public  records.    It  is  also  hopod  the  information  herein  presented  con- 
cerning the  records,  their  present  housing  and  care,  and  accommodations 
available  for  users,  will  prove  to  have  value  for  the  citizens  and  public 
officials . 

This  inventory  of  records  was  made  during  the  period  of  hay  12  to 
June  30,  1936,  under  supervision  of  Samuel  J.  Kagan,  State  Director; 
Clarence  P.  V.'olfe,  District  .Supervisor;  and  Esther  Klingelhoefer,  Research 
Editor.    The  field  workers  were  Hylas  H ollingsworth ,  Sidney  Kitchell, 
and  Elnora  Drown ,all  of  Evansvillo.    These  workers  arranged  the  records 
in  two  storerooms  in  the  basement  of  the  courthouse.  Indispensable 
cooperation  was  received  from  all  officials  of  trie  county  and  from  the 
Dorks  I'rogress  Administration  officials  to  make  this  survey  successful. 

It  is  our  intention  to  present  a  complete,  concise  picture  of  tho 
records  in  bibliographical  form.    This  inventory  is  preceded  by  a  number 
oi'  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts  forming 
the  background  and  basis  for  the  records.    The  entries  of  the  inventory 
are  carried  in  consecutive  numbering  for  the  county,  while  the  bureaus  are

under  subject  headings  arc  made  within  the  bureau,  and  the  entries  are 
arranged  according  to  their  functional  sequence.    A  cross  reference  index 
following  the  inventory  will  help  tho  reader  locate  records  with  the 
least  effort.

Dubois  County  lice  in  the  southwest ©rn  part  of  the  State,  only 
•one  county  removed  from  the  Ohio  River,  and  in  direct  line  between 
Vinconncs  and  Jeff era onvillc  at  the  Palls  of  the  Ohio.    This  county 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Daviess  and  ]  art in  Counties,  on  the  oast 
by  Orange,  Crawford,  and  Terry  Counties,  on  bhe  south  by  Perry, 
Spencer,  and  Warrick  Counties,  and  on  the  west  by  Warrick  and  Pike 
Counties.    Dubois  County  touches  White  River  on  the  north,  while 
Patoka  River  sluggishly  meanders  across  the  northern  half  making 
the  terrain  one  of  river  bottoms  and  bold  hills. 

To  understand  the  physical  changes  and  cultural  development  in 
the  political  confines  of  Dubois  County  it  is  necessary  to  appreciate 
the  significance  of  foregoing  trends  and  events  sometimes  inter- 
national in  scopo.    The  English  landed  and  settled  at  Jamestown  in 
1607.    The  French  founded  Quebec  a  year  Later  and  began  the  ex- 
ploration of  the  wilderness  to  tho  west.    The  French  explorer,  La  Salle, 
desconded  the  river  now  known  as  the  Mississippi  to  its  mouth  and  on 
April  9,  1682,  claimed  the  entire  river  valley  in  the  name  of  Prance 
and  called  it  Louisiana.    This,  of  course,  included  the  present 
State  of  Indiana.    By  1710,  French  trading  posts  had  been  established 
on  the  present  sites  of  Fort  Wayne  and  Vincennes .    Pivalry  between 
the  French  and  the  English  for  the  possession  of  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  valleys  led  to  the  French  and  Indian  War  ending  in  the 
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Treaty  of  Paris,  February  10,  1763  ,  by"  Which  Louisiana  was  coded  to 
Great  Britain.    During  the  Revolutionary  War,  George  Roge'rs  Clark 
of  Virginia  led  a  successful  expedition  against  the  British  in  the 
west  and  in  Dcccr.bcr  I77C,  Virginia  e::tcndod  jurisdiction  over  the 
rogion  north  and  west  of  the  Ohio  River,  naming  it  Illinois  County. 
In  17C-1-,  Virginia  ceded  this  territory  to  the  United  Gtatcs,  and  three 
years  later  federal  provision  was  made  for  its  government ,  and  its 
name  v.ras  changed  to  the  ITorthwost  Territory.     From  this  Territory 
Indiana  was  organised  in  December  13,  1C13. 

The  Buffalo  Trace,  sometimes  called  "Hud  Holes"  or  "Yinccnncs 
Trace",  and  used  by  Indians  and  buffaloos  before  the  coning  of  white 
men,  v;hich  passed  through  present  Dubois  County  near  its  northern 
boundary,  accounts  for  the  early  settlement  in  this  region.  The 
Pianhishav;  Indians,  related  to  the  Miami  tribe,  were  found  here  in 
great  numbers.    They  v:cro  generally  friendly  and  often  traded  with 
the  whites . 

In  1C01,  before  a  treaty  had  boon  made  concerning  this  land  which 
the  Indians  held  by  right  of  occupation,  Allen  McDonald  —  ranger, 
guide,  and  fearless  hunter  —  brought  his  family  over  from  Zentuc'rv  and 
along  the  Buffalo  Trace.    He  cleared  six  acres  near  "the  mud  holes"  in 
present  Boono  Township  and  began  cultivation,  thus  bocor.ing  the  first 
settler.    A  few  other  squatters  soon  appeared.     In  1C02,  about  two 
miles  south  of  present  Portersvillc ,  they  built  a  blockhouse,  naming 
it  Fort  McDonald. 
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Tho  United  6  La bus  Government  soon  obtained  title  to  this  land*) 
The  Vinccmioe  Tract,  including  all  of  Dubois  County  except  13,000 
acres  in  the  south.wcst  corner,  xiv.z  secured  in  the  Treaty  at  Tort  "Vayno, 
signed  June  7,  1606.    The  remainder  of  the  county  v.ras  included  in  tho 
area  secured  August  16-27,  1604,  in  the  Treaty  at  Vincenncs.  Tho 
county  vjT.s  then  known  as  "Congress  land",  and  the  g overnment  ordered 
its  survey.     In  1607,  it  was  placed  on  sale  at  the  Vincenncs  land  office 

The  earliest  purchases  naturally  wore  made  of  land  along  the 
Buffalo  Trace.   -Captain  T ©us saint  Dubois,  a  prominent  Frenchman  in  the 
confidence  of  General  William  Henry  Harrison,  made  the  first  purchase 
I.'ay  7,  1607.    The  county  was  afterwards  named  for  him,  although  it  is 
doubtful  if  he  ever  lived  there.    Arthur  Harbison,  later  judge,  made 
a  land  claim  soon  after  Dubois.    Fort  Butler  and  Fort  Farris  were  built 
near  the  first  settlements  along  the  Buffalo  Trace.     By  1617,  there 
were  si.xtyffour  land  owners  in  this  vicinity  and  their  leaders  petition- 
ed the  General  Assembly,  "praying  for  the  formation  of  a  new  county, 
out  of  the  county  of  Pike...11. 

The  formation  of  Dubois  County  was  approved  December  CO,  1617, 
and  was  to  become  effective  February  1,  1616.    The  organising  act 
specified  that  the  circuit  court  should  meet  in  the  house  of  V.'illiam 
I.'cDonald  "near  the.  Hud-Holes"  until  suitable  accomodations  were 
provided  at  the  county  seat,  and  the  first  session  convened  there  in 
August  1616. 

Tho  boundaries  as  specified  in  the  act  arc  as  follows:  'beginning 
at  a  point  on  the  banJ:  of  the  east  fori:  of  YJhitc  river,  at  which  the 
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tho  centre  lino  of  range  si::  s5 ...ill  interject  said  fork  of  White  river; 
thence  running  south  wi%h  s'.iad  centre  line,  until  said  centre  line 
intersects  the  present  line ,  dividing  Warrick  /'cius-ry7  and  Piko  ceuntie 
thence  cast  with  said  line,  to  tire  lino  dividing  Perry  and  Pihc  countie 
thence  vrith  said  line  to  the  line  dividing  Orange  and  Pike'  counties; 
thence  with  said  line  until  it  shall  strike  Lick  creek;  and  thence 
no  and c ring  down  s\yad  crdck  until  it  empties  itself  into  Vac  cast  fork 
of  V/hite  rivor;  t'.enco  meandering  dovm  said  river  to  the  beginning." 
(Lav/s  of  Indiana,  1817-10  (special),  pp.  13-17).     On  January  29,  1816, 
a  statute  altered  the  above  boundary  by  detaching  eighteen  sections  in 
the  southeast  corner  in  favor  of  Perry  Count--.    The  last  change  made  in 
Dubois  County's  boundary  was  on  .January  17,  1820,  when  "All  that  part 
of  Dubois  County  north  of  a  line  beginning  at  'the  north  east  corner 
of  section  thirteen,  in  township  one  north,  of  range  three  west,  thence 
west  with  the  section  line  dividing  twelve  ind  thirteen,  In  said  town- 
ship', to  the  eastern  branch  of  White  river,'  was  transferred  to 
Hart  in  County."    (Lav/s  of  Indiana,  1819-30,  pp.  5-1-55). 

The  o  oir«^..i  a  n  %  oners  appointed  to  select  the  oounty  sent  of  Dubois 
County  failed  to  act,  and  the  new  beard,  appointee,  by  the  county 
commissioners ,  selected  a  site  on  V/hite  River  now  known  as  Portersviilo 
on  February  9,  1810.    A  strip  of  land  was  donated  by  Jacob  Lemon. 
This  action  Was  legally  approved  by  the  rent  general  assembly.  As 
settlement  extended  southward  in  the  county,  it  became  obvious  that 
a  change  would  have  to  be  made  in  the  "county  town"  from  PortersvIHe 
near  the  nortliwcst  corner.     An  act  of  January  19,  1829  ,  named 
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conanicaionors  to  find  a  new  local- ion,  but  Tor  s  01.10  reason  tlioy  failed 
to  act,  ami  no  record  of  their  actions  has  survived.    Another  act  was 
pas  sod  on  January  21,  163Qa  and  supplemented  on  January  30th,  naming 
a  new  board  of  cor.nissionors  which  selected  the  present  ^itc  of  Jasper 
on  Patoha  River.     This  cite  was  selected  bocauso  it  was  near  the  center 
of  the  county  and  near  "water,  and  because  a  mill  had  been  erected 
there.    The  land  was  douatcd  by  the  h'nlow  families,  and  the  name  of 
Jasper  was  selected  from  the  Eiblc  by  Mrs.  21andar  Enlow. 

A  two-story  log  courthouse  and  a  scparcte  building  for  the 
cleric's  office  were  erected  in  the  public  square  in  Portcrsvillc 
soon  after  its  selection  as  the  county  scat.    The  first  courthouse 
in  Jasper,  a  two-story  lor  building,  is  thought  to  have  been  donated. 
School  was  held  in  this  building  part  of  the  time  with  Simon  Ilorgan, 
the  clcrh -recorder ,  as  teacher.     The  courthouso  and  records  "..ore  totally 
destroyed  by  fire  on  August  17,  1829.    For  awhile  court  was  held  in  the 
home  of  Janes  II.  Condict,  and  then  from  1041-4-1-  in  the  C  :"ibcricLnd 
Presbyterian  Church.    A  new  courthouse  was  coi.irjcnced  at  once,  but  due 

to  a  ehanne  of  contractor*;  it  vp,s  not  sotapleted  until  December  iQ4fi 

A  lar^.c  addition  was  made  to  this  building  thirty  years  later. 

Work  on  the  present  courthouse  in  Jasper  was  started  in  1900. 
Before  its  completion  in  1010,  coi.irt  was  held  on  the  second  fleer  of 
the  hicholas  I.'.elchoir  store,  and  the  county  offices  were  located  in 
various  tenporary  ouartcrs  including  the  jail. 

Dubois  County  was  settled  primarily  by  pioneers  from  the  Southern 
States  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Virginia,  and  the  Carolines.  They 
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introduced  the  cultivation  of  cotton,  w!  Ifch  h'aa  Ion-;  since  boon 
abandoned.    A  Pew  fr.nilics  brought  along  their  slaver,  although  these 
were  listed  as  "free".    Tic  decado  of  l/e?.0-Z<:,  is  noteworthy  in  Luboic 
County  liTst'ory  for  tno  cmcessivc  sriount  of  ill/.ness  amour  the  -i creeps. 
Malarial  fevor,  caused  by  the  undraircd  land',  was  especially  prevalent. 
It  wis  during  this  decade  that  many  settlers  m.oved  to  tic  iio,075  core 
tract  in  this  county,  given  by  the  government  to  the  7,'abash  and  brie 
Ccmal  Company  and  subsequently  sold  for  as  little  as  twelve  and  one-half 
i  an  acre. 

The  township  divisions  at  this  time  arc  Pairibridgc ,  I-oono,  Cass, 
Columbia,  Ferdinand,  hall,  Harbison,  Jackson,  Jefferson,  Had  is  on, 
Marion,  and  Pat oka.    The  incorporated  cities  arc  Jasper  and  liuntingturg, 
end  the  incorporated  towns  arc  Holland,  Ferdinand,  end  Dirdso'yc.  The 
total  population  in  1930  was  20,555. 

With  the  passing  years  the  general  economic  trend  from  farming 
to  manufacturing  has  been  further  impelled  by  local  conditions  in 
Dubois  County.    Horc  the  terrain  ar.d  soil  were  never  especially 

erosion  lias  made  agricultural  pursuits  even  less  profitable.  Three 
years  ago  several  citizens  of  this  county  donated  an  eight -hundred-

agriculture  has  been  compensated  by  the  expanding  furniture  mar  hot 
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tho  convenient  supply  of  tDjober.    Today,  furnituro  manufacturing  is 
tho  chief  industry  of  the.  counby.    The  production  of  toriekS  and 
pottory  from  tiib  loorsl  clay  has  proven  profitable  and  rtihfee  hir  h.  as 
an  err  loyncnt  factor.

Pence  &  Armstrong 
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Dubois  County,  with  its  county  seat  ab  Jasper,  is  a  political  sub- 
division of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  administrative  purposes,  and  holds, 
thcrofore,  only  such  powers  of .  local  government  as  havo  Leon  proscribed 
by  lav;,    Dubois  County  was  organized  by  an  o.ct  of  the  general  assembly, 
offective  February  1,  1816.     (Acts  1818.)     Its  present  form  of  ^ov'jrnrr.ont, 
as  it  functions  today,  ic  the  result  of  its  development  under  tho  original 
constitution  of  1S1G,  the  present  constitution  adopted  in  1851,  and  more 
than  a  century  of  legislative  action. 

The  tendency  tov.rard  centralization  of  power  in  the  hands  of  State 
authorities  has  taken  from  the  county  officials  mo.ny  of  their  powers  and 
duties  and  has  greatly  lessened  the  scope  of  these  remaining.    In  the  older 
fields  of  finance,  roads,  and  education,  the  State's  supervision  has 
greatly  increased,  and  creation  of  newer  State  departments,  such  as  police, 
food  and  fire  inspection,  and  publio  welfaro,  has  caused  heavy  erosion  of 
loco.1  responsibility  and  control. 

County  offices  fall  into  two  main  groups,  constitutional  and  legis- 
lative, depending 'on  the  authority  under  which  they  exist  and  operate. 
The  offices  provided  for  in  the  present  Constitution  arc  those  of  auditor, 
treasurer,  recorder,  surveyor,  sheriff,  coroner,  and  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court.    Two  other  off icers— circuit  judge  and  prosecuting  attorney— belong 
legally  to  the  circuit,  which  may  include  one  or  more  counties.  Court 
sessions  arc  held  in  each  county,  and  records  are  kept  accordingly.  All 
other  offices  have  originated  in  legislative  enactment. 

Kach  county  has  its  own  individual  governmental  set-up.    Although  the 
Constitution  of  1851  forbids  special  legislation,  the  general  assembly  has 
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provided  necessary  variation?  for  counties,  by  clarification  based  chiefly 
on  population.    Urban  and  rural  areas  obviously  cannot  be  governed  by  t;.c 
some  system  or  number  of  officers,     v/ery  county  has  the  constitutional 
offices,  but  tho  statutory  officers  vary  greatly  in  numi.cr,  powers,  and 
duties,    Tho  latter  may  be  compulsory  in  all  counties,  or  thoy  may  bo 
optional  and  thorcforc  established  in  only  a  few  instances-;  others  may 
be  authorized  in  only  certain  classes  of  counties,  though  trio  class  my 
includo  but  one  county.  '" 

Indiana  stands  alone  among  tho  States  of  the  Union  in  having  a  dual 
system  of  county  governing  boards.    Each  county  is  governed  by  a  board 
of  commissioners  and  a  county  council.    Their  duties,  with  technical 
distinctions,  are  enumerated  in  thoir  proper  places  below. 

Admini  s  t rat  i  on 

Tho  county  system  of  government  is  an  inheritance  from  England  and 
tho  American ' colonics ,  whonco  pioneers  in  ]I  oocierland  brought  their  customs 
and  laws •    Its  beginning  in  Indiana  was  by  tho  laws  of  the  Ilorthwest 
Territory,  which  provided  for  a  governing  body  called  the  board  of  county 
commissioners.     (Laws  of  Uorthwest  Territory,  Acts  1702,  Ch.  5,  Sea,  3.) 
Tho  administrative  duties  were  executed  by  the  sheriff.     (ibid.,  1788, 
Ch.  2,  3ec,  C.),  clerk  (ibid.,  Ch.  2,  p.  II),  coroner  (ibid.,  Ch.  9,  Ccc.l), 
recorder  (ibid.,  1795,  p.  102,  Gee.  l).    Under  the  laws  of  Indiana  Territory 
of  1802,  tho  office  of  county  surveyor  was  established.     (kaws  of  Indiana 
Territory,  1802,  Ch,  1,  ."ec.  1.) 

At  tho  organization  of  Dubois  County,  the  governing  body  was  tho 
board  of  county  commissioners,  and  the  administrative  duties  v.crc  executed 
by  the  treasurer,  recorder*,  sheriff,  surveyor,  and  clerk,  under  the  authority 
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of  tho  concti-l.ut.ion  of  101C  and  legislative  acts  of  tho  general  assembly. 
The  offico  of  auditor  wfxs  created  by  an  Act  of  1841.     (Acta  1841,  Ch.  2, 
Sec.  1.)    At  the  constitutional  convention  in  1651,  the  Constitution  of 
1816  was  thoroughly  revised,  and  became  the  Constitution  of  1851  Yihich  has, 
with  somo  alterations  by  later  adx.iendments,  remained  the  Constitution  of 
Indiana. 

The  Constitution  of  1851  provides  for  tho  olection  of  a  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court,  who  keeps  tho  records  of  the  proceedings  of  all  the  courts 
in  tho  county;  an  auditor,  v,ho  keepp  records  of  county  financial  matters 
and  records  dealing  in  real  property  and  tho  estates  of  private  citizens; 
a  recorder;  whose  duties  arc  to  keep  a  record  of  every  conveyance  or  other 
instrument  entitled  and  required  by  lav:  to  be  recorded;  a  treasurer,  who 
receives  all  money  coming  to  the  county  and  keeps  a  record  of  sane;  a 
sheriff,  who  is  conservator  of  tho  peace  and  who  carries  out  court  orders; 
a  coroner,  v.ho  investigates  violent  deaths  and  those  of  suspicious  circum- 
stances; and  a  surveyor,  who  prepares  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
improvement  of  public  works  and  establishes  boundaries  for  public  and 
private  lands  and  since  1933  has  had  charge  of  drainage  systems,  (ind. 
Const.,  Art.  6,  Sec.  2.)     By  an  act  of  1955,  the  county  surveyor  also 
acts  as  county  highway  supervisor.     (Acts  1935;  Sec.  5C-111C,  burns'  Ind. 
Stat.  Ann.  1933.)    Since  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  the  general 
assembly  has  prescribed  the  establishment  of  additional  departments. 

Tho  present  leading  governing  body  of  the  county  is  the  board  of 
commissioners,  of ton  called  the  "county  board",  elected  for  a  term  of 
three  years.    The  board  provides  buildings  to  house  county  business, 
furnishes  oublic  squares  and  grounds,  audits  the  accounts  of  countv 
officers  v.ho  handle  money,  chan-.es  boundaries  of  townships  as  it  sees  Alt, 
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and  is  charged  with  tho  maintenance  of  county  roads  and  highways. 
(1  Ind.  kcv.  Obat.,  1852,  Ch.  20,  .Joe.  lj     ec •  26-001,  Butflis'  Yjv- • 
3  bat.  Ann.  1033, )     The  board  ic  alco  charged  with  many  specific  duties 
authorised  by  statutes  and  arc  cither  mandatory  or  optional. 

Another  governing  body  is  the  county  council,  created  in  1000,  by 
statuto,  to  act  as  a  check-up  on  the  board  of  county  commissioner* by 
controlling  the  finances  of  county  government.    This  council  consists 
of  seven  members  who  are  .-elected  for  a  term  of  four  years.    One  member 
is  elected  from  each  councilmanic  district  by  tho  citizens  of  the  district 
and  threo  members  arc  elected  at  large  from  the  county.    Tho  count/  auditor 
acta  as  clerk  of  the  council.    The  coxmcil  has  power  to  fix  certain  tax 
rates,  the  exclusive  right  to  make  appropriations  out  of  the  county 
treasury,  and  the  exclusive  right  to  authorize  the  borrowing  of  money 
for  tho  county.     (Acts  1399;  Sec.  26-501,  26-502,  26-515,  26-552;  Burns' 
Ind.  5 tat.  Ann.  1953.) 

In  1073,  by  legislative  enactment,  the  office  of  county  superintendent 
of  schools  was  created.    The  superintendent  is  elected  by  the  township 
trustees  and  serves  for  a  term  of  four  years,    his  duties  are  specifically 
set  out  in  the  statutes,  and  he  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Stafoe 
board  of  public  instruction.     (.Vets  1375,  1399;  Sec.  28-702,  Eurns '  Ind. 
5tat.  Ann.  1933.) 

By  an  act  of  1873,  a  county  board  of  education  was  created.  The 
board  consists  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  the  township 
trustees,  and  the  chairman  of  the  school  trustees  oC  each  city  and  town 
of  the  county.    The  duties  of  the  board  are  to  consider  the  general  wants 
and  neods  of  the  schools  and  matters  relating  to  the  purchase  of  school 
furniture,  books,  maps,  charts,  etc.  (A&fcs  1375;  Sec.  28-301,  turns'  Ind, 
3tat.  Ann.  1953.) 
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An  act  0.1?  1G91  c roatod  the  office  of  '.  c filth  commissioner,  v/no  is 
elected  by  -bh c  county  compils 5 i priors  to  servo  for  o.  torn  of  four  years. 
It  is  his  duty  to  safeguard  tho  health  and  to  promote  sanitary  systems 
for  the  citizens  of  tho  county*    II o  is  also  required  to  keep  records  of 
contagious  diseases,  births,  deaths,  and  marriagos,,     (Acts  1891;  Sec.  Z'6-lO'i, 
Burns'  Ind.    >tat.  Ann.  1933#-) 

By  an  act  of  1891  the  office  of  county  assessor  was  created.  The 
assessor  is  elected  for 'a  four -year  tori:.    Sis  duties  arc  to  assess  omitted 
real  and  personal  property,  to  instruct  the  tovmship  assessors,  to  carry 
out  the  orders  of  the  'otate  tax  board,  and  to  act  as  president  of  trie 
county  board  of  review.     (Acts  1891;  Ch«  99.) 

An  act  of  1891  created  the  county  board  of  revievr,  v.hose  members  consist 
of  the  county  assessor,  county  auditor,  and  county  treasurer.     (Acts  1891; 
Ch.  99.)    This  act  was  amended  in  1919  to  include  two  freeholders  of  opposite 
political  parties  as  members  of  the  hoard,.    Tho  duty  of  this  board  is  to 
equalize  unfair  assessments  on  real  and  personal  property.     (Acts  1919; 
Sec.  64-1201,  Burns'  Ind.  Stat*  Ann.  1983.) 

In  1907,  a  legislative  act  created  a  county  board  of  finance,  consisting 
of  the  board  of  county  commissioners.    The  county  auditor  acts  as  secretary. 
This  board  has  the  custody  of  the  county  funds  and  selects  the  depositories. 
(Acts  1907,  Sec.  61-GOG,  61-807;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.)    The  general 
assembly  of  1935  repealed  this  act  and  in  the  same  session  revived  it  as 
part  of  the  depository  act,  reestablishing  the  board  of  finance  practically 
unaltered.     (Acts  1838;  Sec.  61-606,  61-628,  61-631  to  61-633;  Burns' 
Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1936  Supplement.) 

By  an  act  of  1913,  the  legislature  made  provisions  for  the  creation 
of  tho  office  of  agricultural  agent,  legally  termed  county  agent,  but 
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commonly  referred  to  by  the  descriptive  ftame,    inasmuch  as  bhe  agont  of 
the  State  in  the  sr.lo  of  3tate  lands  originally  was  called  the  county 
a-;cnt,  the  popular  term  is  used  bore.    The  act  provides  that  this  office 
may  ccmo  into  existence  whenever  a  cerbain  number  of  residents  of  the 
county  shall  petition  therefore.    The  appointment  is  made  annually  by 
Purdue  University  and  ratified  by  the  county  board  of  education.  Upon 
proper  petition,  this  office  was  established  in  Dubois  County,  August 
:>1,  1910.    The  duties  of  the  county  agent  are  bo  disseminate  information 
for  tho  promotion  and  advancement  of  agriculture,  horticulture,  and 
domestic  science.     (Acts  1013;  3ec,  28—1911;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat*  Ann*  1333 
By  an  act  of  1951,  the  office  of  hone  demonstration  agent  Was  created, 
whose  work  is  supplemental  to  the  office  of  the  agricultural  agent, 
(Acts  1931;  Sec,  28-5627,  Burns1  Ind.  Stat,  Ann.  1933.) 

In  1953  the  legislature  created  a  county  board  of  tax  adjustment. 
The  board  consists  of  one  members  of  the  county  council,  selected  by  the 
council,  and  six  members  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court. 
This  board  has  the  power,  as  it  deems  necessary,  to  revise,  to  change 
or  reduce,  but  not  in  increase  any  tax  levy  or  any  corresponding  items 
of  the  budget  on  which  the  tax  levies  are  based.     (Acts  1933;  Sec.  64—30 
Burns'  Ind.  Stat,  Ann.  1955.) 

The  county  board  of  public  welfare  was  created  by  an  act  of  1956. 
The  board  consists  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  circuit  court  to 
servo  for  a  term  of  four  years.    The  board  is  charged  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  assistance  to  dependent  children  in  their  own  homes,  to  aged 
persons,  and  to  all  those  who  are  otherwise  handicapped.     (Acts  1936; 
Sec,  52-1117,  Burns1  Ind.  Stat.  Aim.  1936  Supplement.) 
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Judicio.1 

The  judicial  systonj  of  Dubois  County,  as  of  abhor  Indiana  counties , 
is  prescribed  "by  the  State  Constitution  and  the  subsequent  legislative 
enactments  of  the  Indiana  General  Assembly*    The  Constitution  authorized 
and  directed  tho  general  assembly  to  divide  into  judicial  circuits  the 
whole  State  as  the  need  arose.    Dubois  and  Pike  Counties  form  the  fifty- 
seventh  circuit,  established  in  19 13 •     (Acts  1913;  Sec.  4-332,  burns • 
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Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.)    The  Constitution  further  provides  for  the  election 
of  a  judge i  and  a  prosecuting  attorney  for  -each  circuit,  and  for  a  clerk 
for  each  county  with  in  a  circuit.     (Indiana  Const.,  Art.  G,  Sec.  2;  Art, 
7,  Soc.  9-11.)     The  circuit  court  has  jurisdiction  in  all  criminal, 
civil,  probate,  and  juvonilo  cases,  and  hears  apreals  from  lower  courts. 

In  1852,  by  a  legislative  act  the  court  of  common  pleas  was  created, 
with  limited  jurisdiction.    Tho  court  continued  in  existence  until  it 
was  abolished  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  in  1873,    In  earlier  times, 
the  common  pleas  court  was  a  subdivision  of  the  circuit  court  for  certain 
cause,  and  had  no  independent  existence.     (Acts  1352.) 

"Records  System 

The  establishment  of  each  of  these  offices  caused  the  bcgirmiiv  of 
separate  records  as  prescribed  by  tho  general  assembly  under  the  provisions 
for  each  respective  office.    The  Dubois  County  Courthouse,  with  all 
public  records,  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  August  17,  1839.    In  many  of 
the  smaller  offices  no  permanent  records  have  been  kept;  therefore  no 
survey  could  be  made. 


Govornmonbnl  Organisation  and  Records  "yr.toitl 

Dubois  County  followed  ibs  own  form  of  accounting  until,  in  1009, 
bho  legislature  established  the  state  board  of  accounbr. ,  ■which  formulates* 
prescribes,  and  installs  sysbems  of  acoounbing  and  reporbin-;  which  are 
uniform  for  every  public  office  of  the  same  class,     (Acts  1000;  3cc.  6-202, 
Burns'  Ind«  Stat.  /Inn,  1933.)     Under  this  law  come  of  bho  rocords  wore 
combined  bo  eliminate  separation,  duplication  and  overlapping.  The 
law  also  permits  the  use  of  bound  looseleaf  rocords  in  almost  all  cases 
where  the  records  are  typed.    The  quality  of  the  paper  and  ink  and  bhe 
binding  and  rebinding  pracbices  are  left  to  the  judgment  of. the  board  of 
counby  commissioners ,  except  that  a  rood  quality  is  required. 

Vhenever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  bhe  rocords  of 
any  office  from  mutilation,  bhe  board  of  county  commissioners  issues  an 
order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and  transcribe  the  records 
for  preservation.     (Acts  1888;-  Sec.  26-634;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1033.) 

In  1025  a  lav/  was  passed  permitting  county  officials,  at  their  discretion, 
bo  burn  over  bo  bhe  Gbate  archives  bureau  for  permanent  preservation,  any 
official  books,  records,  documents,  original  papers,  newspaper  files,  or 
printed  books  and  material  nob  in  current  use  in  their  offices.  (Acts 
1925;  Sec.  63-520;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.)     This  law  is  optional 
and  has  been  ineffectual.    County  officials  aro  loath  to  part  with  records, 
even  when  no  longer  used  and  in  spite  of  lack  of  storage  space,  for  fear 
of  a  possible  call  for  them.    Consequently,  they  have  only  occasionally 
availed  themselves  of  this  provision  for  permanent  preservation  of  their 
old  records. 

The  Hisborical  Records  Survey  will,  in  due  time,  submit  sample  forms  of 
types  of  records  now  in  use  in  bhe  several  bureaus  of  counby  government. 
From  a  study  of  these-  forms  a  modol  arrangement  may  be  organized  for  t' 
uniform  creation  of  public  records,  so  that  the  rocords  created  daily  may 
be  pro served  for  posterity.

20,.'.  of  tho  records  of  the  sheriff  and  10;'  each  of  tho  records 
of  tho  clerk  and  agricultural  agent  are  hero.  Space  for  additional  shelv- 
ing is  available.     The  south  storage  room,  a  large  room  53'  by  25'  by  9', 
houses  565'  of  bound  vohunes  and  130'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes 
12"  deep,  leaving  22'  for  expansion  on  the  present  shelving;  there  is 
also  space  for  additional  shelving.    The  records  housed  here  consist  cf

Review 

".Vhile  housing  conditions  in  general  may  be  satisfactory,  there  are 
certain  specific  conditions  the  correction  of  which  is  necessary.  These 
conditions  are  listed  below. 

The  records  of  the  assessor  are  in  neod  of  better  housing;  the 
assessor  keeps  in  his  office  only  the  current  records,  the  others  being 
removed  to  the  storage  rooms  as  they  become  obseleto.     The  construction 
of  shelving  and  the  improvement  of  ventilation  and  lighting  in  the  attic 
storage  rooms  are  crying  needs.     Conditions  in  the  basement  storage  rooms 
also  should  be  betteredi  the  latter  is  being  considered  by  the  commission 
ers.    Reindexing  and  rearrangement  of  the  reoords  in  trie  basement  stor&ge 
rooms  are  thought  to  be  advisable.    Tilth  these  improvements,  trie  housing 
of  Dubois  County  records  will  be  adequate  and  satisfactory.

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In  1899  tho  legislature  created  the  county  council.     This  council 
consists  of  seven  members  who  are  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
One  member  is  elected  from  each  counoilmanio  distriot  by  the  district 
and  three  members  are  elected  at  large  from  the  county.     The  council 
elects  its  own  president  and  the  county  auditor  acts  as  its  clerk.  The 
county  sheriff  is  required  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  council.

The  sheriff  is  a  constitutional  officer  chosen  for  a  four-year 
period  and  is  not  eligible  to  hold  office  raoro  than  four  years  in  any- 
period  of  six  years.    He  is  a  political  officer,  nominated  by  primary 
and  elected  in  the  regular  election.    He  must  give  bond  for  five 
thousand  dollars,     (2Indiana  Rev.  Stat.  1352;  Sec.  49-2301,  Bums' 
Ind.  Stat,  Ann,  1953.)    The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Dubois 
County  is  1813.

Tho  office  of  county  (agricultural)  agent  vtaz  created  by  lep;io- 
lativo  oraotment  in  1013.     Tho  act  provides  that  this  office  shall 
cotp.o  into  existonco  only  ivhon  twenty  or  more  residents  of  a  county  who 
are  actively  intorostod  in  agriculturo  and  domestic  scienco,  shall  file 
a  petition  with  tho  county  board  of  education.     'i'ho  petition  is  then 
presented  to  the  county  council,  which  provides  appropriations  for  a 
salary  and  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  this  office.     The  board  of 
education  then  applies  to  Purdue  University  for  the  appointment  of 
a  county  Agricultural)  agont  whoso  appointment  is  made  annually.  The 
board  of  oducation  then  ratifies  tho  appointment  mnde  by  Purdue.  Tho 
incoption  date  of  this  office  in  Dubois  County  i3  1918,    All  of  the 
rocords  of  this  office  aro  located  in  tho  courthouse  unless  otherwise 
stated. 

It  is  the  duty  of  t he  county  (agricultural)  agent  under  the 
supervision  of  Purdue  University,  to  cooperate  with  movements  for  tho 
advancement  of  agriculturo ,  to  give  advice  to  farmers,  and  aid  tho 
county  superintendent  of  sohool§  in  giving  practical  education  in 
agriculture  and  domestic  science. (Acts  1912,  1927,  and  1934;  Sec.
